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Almost two million passengers and 37,000 aircraft movements 

2008 Best Year ever for AAA 

Drastic improvement of operational, commercial and financial performance 






ORANJESTAD - After a 
record-breaking 2007, Aruba 
Airport Authority N.V. (AAA) 
registered another substantial 
increase in traffic in 2008. The 
impressive increase in passenger 
numbers during the first seven 
months came to an abrupt halt 
in the summer period, however, 
due to oil and fuel prices rising 
to unprecedented levels and the 
subsequent banking and global 
economic recession affecting 
volumes negatively from 
September onwards. 

The number ofPassengerFacility 
Charge paying (departing) 
passengers (“PFC passengers”) 
nevertheless increased with 
6.3% to 969,687 for the full year, 
setting a new record. The total 
number of passengers processed 
by the airport (including transfer, 
transit and general aviation 
passengers) grew with 7.4% and 
was just short of the two million 
mark. Total aircraft movements 
increased with 2.7% to 36,818 
movements, including the more 
than 8,000 aircraft movements 
from the private and business 
aircraft at the southside of the 
airport. These general aviation 
movements have also increased 
in 2008 over 2007 with 8.4% 
to 8,270 aircraft movements 
and passenger numbers were 
up 20.3% to 9.998 departing 
passengers. 

These high volumes helped 
further boosting revenues to 
AAA, which were up 16.1% 
compared to 2007. The 
increasingly positive operational 
figures continue to be positively 
affected by continued cost 
efficiency measures and 
tangible results of the Strategic 
Cooperation Agreement with 
Schiphol International B.V., the 
international branch of Schiphol 
Group (“Schiphol”). 

Total expenses increased with 
5.8% but remained at budgeted 
amounts. Non-aeronautical 
revenues increased sharply 
(57.9%) as a result of the first 
full year of implementation 
of the revised commercial 
policy. Most 2008 investments 
were related to the realization 
of airside safety provisions 
(Runway End Safety Areas 
and Approach Lighting) and 
reconfiguration of the existing 
terminal and gate areas. 
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Concepts also appreciated by the passengers 

New Retail and F&B Concepts at Airport prove to be successful 


ORANJESTAD - The new 
concession philosophy for 
retail and food and beverage 
operations in the airport terminal 
has brought very positive results 
for the Aruba Airport Authority, 
both in financial results and 
customer satisfaction. 

Overall, commercial concession 
revenues from retail, F&B and car 
rental operators increased with 
175% during 2008 compared to 
2007. Total gross sales of the 
retail and F&B operators in 2008 
increased with 35% compared to 
2007 and the overall spend per 
departing passenger increased 
with 27%. Retail spend is up 29% 
and F&B spend is up 21%. The 
following graph shows the gross 
sales of all products categories 
for the year 2007 and 2008, as 
well as the concession revenue 
for AAA. 

In 2008, the car rentals completed 
their first full year under their 
new concession agreements 
which took effect in December 
2007. Total revenues to AAA 
from concession fees charged 
to the car rentals were almost 
seven times the amount received 
in 2007 (+586%). Under the new 
agreements, the 10 current car 
rental operators (26 operators in 
the old situation) started paying 
a sales-based concession fee 
percentage, resulting in this large 
increase in concession revenues 
for AAA. 

The customers’ appreciation for 
the airport’s new concepts was 
amongst others demonstrated by 
being awarded runner-up status 
in the category Fatin America/ 
Caribbean of SKYTRAX’ 
WORFD AIRPORTS 

AWARDS™ 2008 (“The 
Traveler’s Choice Awards”). This 
annual World Airport Survey is 
conducted by UK-based aviation 
research organization Skytrax, 
with more than 8.2 million 
questionnaires completed by 
passengers across the world. 

Passenger interviews include 
a detailed appraisal for more 
than 40 categories of product 
and service quality from check¬ 
in to departure, from arrivals to 
baggage collection - including 
terminal cleanliness, staff 
efficiency, staff courtesy, terminal 
signage, security processing, 
immigration and customs, 
walking distances, as well as 
features like shopping, dining 
options, and internet services. 
The World Airport Awards 
are conducted without outside 
sponsorship, and the survey is 
funded internally by the research 
organization Skytrax.

Choosing a Better Future in the Americas 

President Barack Obama 


As we approach the Summit of the Americas, our 
hemisphere is faced with a clear choice. We can 
overcome our shared challenges with a sense of 
co mm on purpose, or we can stay mired in the old 
debates of the past. For the sake of all our people, 
we must choose the future. 

Too often, the United States has not pursued and 
sustained engagement with our neighbors. We 
have been too easily distracted by other priorities, 
and have failed to see that our own progress is tied 
directly to progress throughout the Americas. My 
Administration is committed to the promise of 
a new day. We will renew and sustain a broader 
partnership between the United States and the 
hemisphere on behalf of our co mm on prosperity 
and our co mm on security. 

In advance of the Summit, we have begun to move 
in a new direction. This week, we amended a 
Cuba policy that has failed for decades to advance 
liberty or opportunity for the Cuban people. In 
particular, the refusal to allow Cuban Americans 
to visit or provide resources to their families on 
the island made no sense - particularly after years 
of economic hardship in Cuba, and the devastating 
hurricanes that took place last year. Now, that 
policy has changed. The U.S.-Cuba relationship is 
one example of a debate in the Americas that is too 
often dragged back to the 20th century. To confront 
our economic crisis, we don’t need a debate about 
whether to have a rigid, state-run economy or 
unbridled and unregulated capitalism - we need 
pragmatic and responsible action that advances 
our common prosperity. To combat lawlessness 
and violence, we don’t need a debate about 
whether to blame right-wing paramilitaries or left- 
wing insurgents - we need practical cooperation to 
expand our common security. 

We must choose the future over the past, because we 
know that the future holds enormous opportunities 
if we work together. That is why leaders from 


Santiago to Brasilia to Mexico City are focused on 
a renewed partnership of the Americas that makes 
progress on fundamental issues like economic 
recovery, energy, and security. 

There is no time to lose. The global economic 
crisis has hit the Americas hard, particularly our 
most vulnerable populations. Years of progress 
in combating poverty and inequality hangs in the 
balance. The United States is working to advance 
prosperity in the hemisphere by jumpstarting our 
own recovery. In doing so, we will help spur trade, 
investment, remittances, and tourism that provides 
a broader base for prosperity in the hemisphere. 
We also need collective action. At the recent G-20 
Summit, the United States pledged to seek nearly 
half a billion dollars in immediate assistance for 
vulnerable populations, while working with our 
G-20 partners to set aside substantial resources 
to help countries through difficult times. We have 
called upon the Inter-American Development Bank 
to maximize lending to restart the flow of credit, 
and stand ready to examine the needs and capacity 
of the IDB going forward. And we are working to 
put in place tough, clear 21 st century rules of the 
road to prevent the abuses that caused the current 
crisis. While we confront this crisis, we must build 
a new foundation for long-term prosperity. One 
area that holds out enormous promise is energy. 
Our hemisphere has bountiful natural resources 
that could make renewable energy plentiful and 
sustainable, while creating jobs for our people. 
In the process, we can confront climate change 
that threatens rising sea levels in the Caribbean, 
diminishing glaciers in the Andes, and powerful 
storms on the Gulf Coast of the United States. 
Together, we have both the responsibility to act, and 
the opportunity to leave behind a legacy of greater 
prosperity and security. That is why I look forward 
to pursuing a new Energy and Climate Partnership 
of the Americas that will help us learn from one 


another, share technologies, leverage investment, 
and maximize our comparative advantage. 

Just as we advance our common prosperity, we 
must advance our co mm on security. Too many 
in our hemisphere are forced to live in fear. That 
is why the United States will strongly support 
respect for the rule of law, better law enforcement, 
and stronger judicial institutions. 

Security for our citizens must be advanced through 
our commitment to partner with those who are 
courageously battling drug cartels, gangs and 
other criminal networks throughout the Americas. 
Our efforts start at home. By reducing demand for 
drugs and curtailing the illegal flow of weapons 
and bulk cash south across our border, we can 
advance security in the United States and beyond. 
And going forward, we will sustain a lasting 
dialogue in the hemisphere to ensure that we are 
building on best practices, adapting to new threats, 
and coordinating our efforts.

Obama pledges help to 
slow U.S. arms flow

MEXICO CITY (AP) — 
Confronting a Mexican drug 
war that is “sowing chaos in 
our communities,” President 
Barack Obama signaled 
Thursday he will not seek 
renewal of a U.S. assault 
weapons ban but instead will 
step up enforcement of laws 
banning the transfer of such 
guns across the border. 
Obama had pledged during 
his campaign to seek renewal 
of the ban but has bowed to 
the reality that such a move 
would be unpopular in 
politically key U.S. states 
and among Republicans as 
well as some conservative 
Democrats. 

Obama met with Mexican 
President Felipe Calderon, 
who has been conducting 
an aggressive fight against 
drug cartels and had hoped 
to persuade Obama to push 


for reinstatement of the gun 
ban. Obama arrived here on 
the first stop of a trip that 
will take him to a weekend 
Summit of the Americas in 
Trinidad, bringing together 
the leaders of 34 Western 
Hemisphere democracies. 
Allies in the fight against 
drugs, Obama and Calderon 
took different stands on 
U.S. sanctions against Cuba. 
Calderon said the 47-year- 
old U.S. trade embargo has 
not been successful in forcing 
Cuba to adopt democratic 
reforms. 

“We do not believe that the 
embargo or the isolation of 
Cuba (is) a good measure 
for things to change in 
Cuba,” Calderon said. “On 
the contrary. Their reality 
that we see there is that their 
reality has not changed.” 
Obama pointed to the 
announcement this week 
that the U.S. was softening 


sanctions, allowing 

Americans to make unlimited 
transfers of money and 
visits to relatives in Cuba. 
But he said Cuba needs to 
reciprocate with actions that 
are “grounded in respect for 
human rights.” 

Obama acknowledged that 
the United States shares 
responsibility for bloodshed 
and kidnappings in Mexico 
that have spilled across the 
border into the United States. 
“I will not pretend this is 
Mexico’s responsibility 
alone,” Obama said. 

“We have a responsibility as 
well, we have to do our part,” 
Obama said. He said the U.S. 
must crack down on domestic 
drug use and the flow of 
weapons into Mexico. 

Obama also said the United 
States and Mexico must work 
together to stem the problem 
of illegal immigration.

No charges against CIA 
officials for waterboarding

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Obama administration have 
informed CIA officials who 
used waterboarding and other 
harsh interrogation tactics 
on terror suspects that they 
will not be prosecuted, senior 
administration officials told 
The Associated Press on 
Thursday. 

Even before President 
Barack Obama took office 
in January, aides signaled 
his administration would be 
unlikely to bring criminal 
charges against CIA employees 
for their roles in the secret, 
coercive terrorist interrogation 
program, because it had been 
deemed legal at the time 
through opinions issued by the 
Justice Department under the 


former Bush administration. 
The statement being issued 
Thursday by Attorney General 
Eric Holder, the nation’s chief 
law enforcement officer, is the 
first definitive assurance that 
those CIA officials are in the 
clear, as long as their actions 
were in line with the legal 
advice at the time. 

The officials spoke about 
the Holder statement ahead 
of its release on condition of 
anonymity, so as not to pre¬ 
empt the attorney general. 

The CIA has acknowledged 
using waterboarding, a form of 
simulated drowning, on three 
high-level terror detainees 
in 2002 and 2003, with the 
permission of the White House 
and the Justice Department.

Survey: U.S. newspapers 
shed 5,900 jobs in 2008 

NEW YORK (AP) — American daily newspapers cut 
5,900 newsroom jobs in 2008, according to a survey from 
the American Society of News Editors. 

The group says this was the steepest cut since the survey 
began in 1978. This year’s tally counted 46,700 newsroom 
jobs, down from a 1990 peak of 56,900. Newspapers have 
been shedding jobs to deal with steep declines in advertising 
that have been made worse by the recession. 

The survey also found that the percentage of minorities in 
U.S. newsrooms held steady at roughly 13 percent.

He said he favors a more 
orderly process for immigrants 
who want to come to the 
United States and a pathway to 
legalization for those already 
in the U.S. illegally. 

“My country has been greatly 
enriched by immigrants from 
Mexico,” he said. 

The two leaders also pledged 
to cooperate on combatting 
global warming and the global 
recession. 

The U.S. ban on military- 
style assault weapons became 
law during the Clinton 
administration in 1994 and 
contributed to the Democrats’ 
loss of Congress that year. 
It expired under the Bush 
administration in 2004. 
When Attorney General Eric 
Holder raised the idea of 
reinstituting the ban this year, 
opposition from Democrats 
and Republicans emerged 
quickly. 

“We know that it is a 
politically delicate topic 
because Americans truly 
cherish their constitutional 


rights,” Calderon said. 

Obama said he still believed 
that the ban “made sense” but 
pointedly added: “None of 
us are under any illusion that 
reinstating that ban would be 
easy.” He said he would focus 
instead on using existing laws 
to stop the flow of weapons 
to Mexico from the thousands 
of U.S. gun stores along the 
border. 

“Now, are we going to 
eliminate all drug flows, are 
we going to eliminate all guns 
coming over the border?” 
Obama said. “That’s not a 
realistic objective. What is a 
realistic objective is to reduce it 
so significantly, so drastically, 
that it becomes once again a 
localized criminal problem as 
opposed to a major structural 
problem that threatens stability 
in communities along those 
borders.” 

Calderon welcomed Obama to 
the presidential residence, Los 
Pinos, with an acknowledgment 
of the challenges: “My country 
is immersed in a historic 
transformation process. We 
live a robust democracy, 
which is also plural. We’re 


also facing firmly the costs of 
the struggles in order to turn 
Mexico into a safer country.” 
Obama announced he would 
ask the Senate to ratify an 
inter-American weapons treaty 
meant to take on the bloody 
drug trade by restricting arms 
trafficking. 

Just hours before Obama 
arrived in the country, a 
shootout between Mexican 
troops and a convoy of 
gunmen left 15 assailants and 
one soldier dead, Mexico’s 
Defense Department said. 

The Justice Department says 
Mexican drug trafficking 
organizations represent the 
greatest organized crime threat 
to the United States. 

The Organization of American 
States adopted the weapons 
treaty in 1997 as a way to 
curtail dealing in illicit firearms 
throughout Latin America. 
Since then, 34 countries have 
signed the treaty, and 29 have 
ratified it. Former President 
Bill Clinton signed the treaty 
on Nov. 14, 1997, one day 
after it was endorsed by the 
OAS, but it was never acted 
on.

Calderon’s aggressive stand 
against drug cartels has won 
him the aid of the United 
States and the prominent 
political backing of Obama.

Obama has dispatched 

hundreds of federal agents, 
along with high-tech 

surveillance gear and drug¬ 
sniffing dogs, to the Southwest 
to help Mexico fight drug 
cartels.

Former CIA Director Michael 
Hayden said waterboarding 
has not been used since, but 
some human rights groups 
have urged Obama to hold 
CIA employees accountable 
for what the groups and many 
Obama officials and others 
around the world consider 
torture. 

The Holder statement was 
being issued by the Justice 
Department along with the 
releaseoffoursignificantBush- 
era legal opinions governing, 
in graphic and extensive 
detail, the interrogation of 
terror detainees, the officials 
said. One of the memos 
was produced by the Justice 
Department’s Office of Legal 
Counsel in August 2002, the 
other three in 2005. 

The memos, released to meet 
a court-approved deadline in a 
lawsuit against the government 
in New York by the American 
Civil Liberties Union, detail 
the dozen harsh techniques 
approved for use by CIA 
interrogators, the officials 
said. A statement from Obama 
also was being released along 
with Holder’s comments and 
the documents. 

One memo specifically 
authorized how to combine 
multiple techniques, a practice 
human rights advocates argue 
is particularly harmful and 
crosses the line into torture 
even if any of the individual 
methods do not. 

The Obama administration 
last month released nine 
legal memos related to the 
interrogation program and 
probably will release more 
as the lawsuit advances. But 
the four released Thursday 
represent the fullest 
accounting by the government 
of the methods authorized and 
used and is the complete list, 
the officials said. 

There is very little redaction, 
or blacking out, of detail in 
the memos, the officials said. 
The methods include keeping 
detainees naked for long 
periods, keeping them in a 
painful standing position for 
long periods, and depriving 
them of solid food. Other 
tough tactics included using 
a plastic neck collar to slam 
detainees into walls, keeping 


the detainee’s cell cold for 
long periods, and beating 
and kicking the detainee. 
Sleep deprivation, prolonged 
shackling and threats to a 
detainee’s family also were 
used. 

Among practices not allowed 
by the memo were to let a 
prisoner’s body temperature 
or caloric intake to fall below 
a certain level, because 
either could cause permanent 
damage, the officials said. 

The techniques were applied 
to 14 suspects considered 
particularly senior terrorists. 
Many of the methods were 
detailed in a secret 2007 
report by the International 
Committee of the Red Cross. 
The New York Review of 
Books recently obtained a 
copy of the report. 

The ACLU suit has sought 
to use the Freedom of 
Information Act to shed light 
on the treatment of prisoners 
in U.S. custody abroad, even 
thoughtheBushadministration 
eventually abandoned many 
of the legal conclusions. 
The Obama administration 
has gone further to actively 
dismantle most of President 
George W. Bush’s anti-terror 
program.

Race, service mark university 
shooting anniversary

BLACKSBURG, Virginia (AP) — A 3.2-mile run followed 
by a somber memorial service at Virginia Tech on Thursday 
marked 2nd anniversary of the worst mass slaying in modem 
U.S. history. Two grieving families filed lawsuits. 

Some 4,300 people, including several students hurt in the 
shootings and their families, joined the race around the main 
section of campus. It started with the release of 32 white 
balloons in memory of those killed by Seung-Hui Cho, who 
also took his own life. Runners then released balloons of 
maroon and orange, the school colors. 

Later in the day, more than 2,000 people gathered to 
remember the accomplishments of the 27 students and five 
faculty members killed. They included about 100 relatives 
of victims and injured students. 

“While the tragedy of April 16, 2007, touched us all, we 
know that 32 families continue to confront the deepest of all 
losses — the loss of a loved one, the loss of a life well-lived, 
and the loss of a bright and promising future,” said Virginia 
Tech President Charles Steger. 

Five students injured in the shootings at the Virginia 
university 270 miles southwest of Washington, D.C. 
participated in the memorial service. One, Colin Goddard, 
read an old Celtic prayer that said in part: “Be gentle as 
you walk with grief.” Earlier in the day, students hurt in the 
shootings and their families were the core of the group of 
mnners in the memorial race. Most of the 12 still on campus 
participated, said Debbie Day, head of the school’s Office 
of Recovery and Support. 

Katelyn Camey, one of the injured, graduated in December 
but came back for the anniversary. 
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Democrats: Texas gov. should disavow secession talk

AUSTIN, Texas - Republican 
Gov. Rick Perry insisted 
Thursday that his remarks 
about secession were not 
intended as an argument that 
Texas should leave the union, 
but Democrats still called his 
comments reckless and anti- 
American. 


Perry’s comments following 
an anti-tax “tea party” 
Wednesday never did 
advocate Texas breaking 
away from the United States 
but did suggest Texans might 
at some point get so fed up 
they would want to secede. 
And that was enough to feed 
opinions for and against 
secession on Web sites, cable 


TV and talk radio across the 
nation. 

At the Texas Capitol 
on Thursday, Rep. Jim 
Dunnam of Waco, joined by 
several fellow Texas House 
Democrats, said some people 
associate talk of secession 
with racial division and the 
Civil War and that Perry 
should disavow any notion of 
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seceding. 

“Talk of secession is an attack 
on our country. It can be 
nothing else. It is the ultimate 
anti-American statement,” 
Dunnam said at a news 
conference. 

The Democrats are 
proposing a House resolution 
expressing “complete and 
total disagreement with any 
fringe element advocating 
the ‘secession’ of Texas or 
any other state from our one 
and indivisible Union.” 

Perry emphasized Thursday 
that he is not advocating 
secession but understands 
why Americans may have 
those feelings because of 
frustration with Washington, 
D.C. He said it’s fine to 
express the thought. He 
offered no apology and did 
not back away from his earlier 
comments. 

In his remarks, which were in 
response to a question from 
The Associated Press, Perry 
said he didn’t think Texas 
should secede despite some 
chatter about it on the Internet 
and his name being associated 
with the idea. Perry answered 
the question as he walked 
away from the rally where 
some in the audience had 
shouted “Secede!” during his 
speech. 

“We’ve got a great union. 
There’s absolutely no 
reason to dissolve it. But 
if Washington continues 
to thumb their nose at the 
American people, you know, 
who knows what might come 
out of that. But Texas is a 
very unique place, and we’re 
a pretty independent lot to 
boot,” Perry said Wednesday. 
A day later, Perry said he 
found the fascination with the 
remark interesting. 

“I refer people back to my 
statement and I got a charge 
out of it,” he said. “I was 
kind of thinking that maybe 
the same people that hadn’t 
been reading the Constitution 
right were reading that article 
and they got the wrong 
impression about what I said. 
Clearly I stated that we have 
a great union. Texas is part of 
a great union. And I see no 


reason for that to change.” 
Perry has been speaking 
out against the federal 
government lately over 
federal economic stimulus 
spending. He’s also in a tough 
race for re-election against a 
fellow Republican, U.S. Sen. 
Kay Bailey Hutchison, and is 
trying to portray Hutchison 
as a Washington insider. 

Last week, Perry joined 
state lawmakers in showing 
support for a Texas resolution 
championing states’ rights 
provided for in the 10th 
Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution. He voiced 
support for states’ rights again 
Thursday. He also defended 
freedom of speech to a room 
full of journalists. 

“This is America, baby. First 
Amendment. We like it too, 
as well as the Second and the 
10th (amendment),” he said. 
Dunnam suggested Perry is 
positioning himself for his 
political future. 

“We all knew he wanted to be 
president. I just didn’t know it 
was president of the Republic 
of Texas,” he said to chuckles 
from onlookers. 

Perry spokeswoman Allison 
Castle responded, “It’s 
unfortunate that Rep. Dunnam 
is trying to distract from the 
fact that yesterday thousands 
of Texans, including many in 
his own district, expressed 
their extreme displeasure 
at Washington’s rampant 
taxation, big spending and 
bloated government.” 

Other Democrats weighed 
in with criticism of Perry’s 
remark. 

“Talk of secession would 
be laughable if it weren’t 
mentioned in a serious way,” 
said former ambassador Tom 
Schieffer, consideringrunning 
for governor in 2010. 

State Sen. Rodney Ellis, 
a Houston Democrat, said 
some issues should not be 
made legitimate in any way. 
“By not rejecting out of hand 
the possibility of secession, 
Governor Perry is taking a 
step down a very dangerous 
and divisive path encouraged 
by the fringe of Texas 
politics,” Ellis said.

LONG BEACH, California 
(AP) — A hospital worker 
shot another employee to 
death, critically wounded a 
second and then killed himself 
at a medical center Thursday, 
sending panicked people 
fleeing, police and witnesses 
said. 

Police Chief Anthony Batts 
Batts would not identify 
those involved at the shooting 
at Long Beach Memorial 
Medical Center but said all 
were male. He said the motive 
remained under investigation 
but noted the violence came 
amid a flurry of recent 
shootings in America. 

“This is a trend of active 
shooters that you have seen 
nationwide,” Batts said at a 
news conference. “This is 
becoming a national trend, 
probably because of the 
tension that’s going on in our 
society today.” 

Batts said officers responding 
to gunfire just before noon 
found one victim inside the 
hospital and then discovered 
a second victim outside, on 
the north side of the hospital 
outside the emergency 
room. Both were taken to 
the emergency room; one 
was dead and the other was 
critical, he said. 

The suspect was found dead 
near the second victim, he 
said. 

Carmen Ortiz, 47, a hospital 
housekeeper, said she was 
outside for her break when 
she heard a gunshot and saw 
people running away from 
the building. She said her 
manager rushed out and told 
her to get inside. 

“Then there was another shot, 
but I was inside,” Ortiz said. 
“I was very frightened.” 
Hospital worker Edward 
Collins trembled as he 
recounted coming upon the 
violence. 

“When I got off the elevator, I 
heard screams,” Collins said. 
An upset friend told him she 
had just seen someone she 
knew shoot someone. Collins 
then saw the shooter holding 
what appeared to be a black 
handgun. 

“He was standing over the 
guy he shot,” he said. 


Collins said the gunman 
eventually pointed the gun at 
his own head and pulled the 
trigger. 

A woman, Charity Perez, 
told KCAL-TV her husband, 
a hospital valet, knew the 
gunman and identified him as 
a worker at a pharmacy. The 
police chief would not confirm 
that, pending notification of 
the employees’ families. 

Melo Dotski, a radiology 
department clerk, said she had 
known the shooter by his first 
name for about two years. She 
said she used to help him with 
transactions when she worked 
as a teller at a bank at the 
medical center. 

“He made all kinds of jokes, he 
was a funny man,” Dotski said. 
“He was smiling, laughing, 
making sure everybody was 
doing OK.” 

Laura Harris told KCAL she 
saw the shooter walk up, pull 
a gun and shoot a hospital 
employee in the leg. 

“Then the young man fell 
and then he stood over him 
and shot a couple more times. 
Then he (the shooter) put the 
gun up under his chin,” and 


shot himself, she said. 

A youth, Justin Hawkins, said 
doctors got people into rooms 
during the shooting before 
police arrived. 

“The doctors did the best job 
possible,” he told KCAL. 
“They made us feel safe, they 


got us in the rooms as fast as 
possible, making sure nobody 
was in the hallways, making 
sure everyone was fine. And 
then the cops showed up really 
fast.” 

The approximately 460-bed 
hospital is one of six health 


care facilities in Southern 
California operated by the 
not-for-profit MemorialCare 
system, run by Memorial 
Health Services. 

Long Beach is about 25 
miles south of downtown Los 
Angeles. 
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Spanish AG: No torture probe of U.S. officials

MADRID (AP) — Spain’s 
attorney general has rejected 
opening an investigation into 
whether six Bush administration 
officials sanctioned torture against 
terror suspects at Guantanamo 
Bay, saying Thursday a U.S. 
courtroom would be the proper 
forum. Candido Conde-Pumpido’s 
remarks severely dampen the 
chance of a case moving forward 
against the Americans, including 
former U.S. Attorney General 
Alberto Gonzales. Conde- 
Pumpido said such a trial would 
have turned Spain’s National 
Court “into a plaything” to be 
used for political ends. 

“If there is a reason to file a 
complaint against these people, 
it should be done before local 
courts with jurisdiction, in other 
words in the United States,” he 
said in a breakfast meeting with 
journalists. 

Spanish law gives its courts 
jurisdiction beyond national 
borders in cases of torture, 


war crimes and other heinous 
offenses, based on a doctrine 
known as universal justice, but 
the government has made clear it 
wants to rein in the process. 

Last month, a group of human 
rights lawyers asked Judge 
Baltasar Garzon, famous for 
indicting ex-Chileanruler Augusto 
Pinochet in 1998, to consider 
filing charges against the six 
Americans. Under Spanish law, 
the judge then asked prosecutors 
for a recommendation on whether 
to open a full-blown probe. 
National Court prosecutors have 
not formally announced their 
decision, but Conde-Pumpido is 
the country’s top law-enforcement 
official and has the ultimate say. 
While an investigative judge 
like Garzon is not bound by the 
prosecutors’ recommendation, 
it would be highly unusual for 
a case to proceed without their 
support. 

A senior court official told The 
Associated Press that a formal 
announcement would come 
Friday. He said prosecutors would 


stop short of an outright call for 
dismissal of the case, but would 
raise a series of legal objections 
that would make it impossible for 
it to proceed in its current form. 
He spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he was not 
authorized to talk to the media. 
Coming less than three months 
after the Bush administration 
left office, the case was the first 
of several international efforts 
to indict former administration 
officials. Human rights groups 
have also tried to bring suit against 
Bush officials in a German court. 
In addition to Gonzales, 
the complaint named ex- 
Undersecretary of Defense 
Douglas Feith; former Vice 
President Dick Cheney’s chief of 
staff, David Addington; Justice 
Department officials John Yoo 
and Jay S. Bybee; and Pentagon 
lawyer William Haynes. 

It alleged that the men — who 
have become known as “The Bush 
Six” — cleared the path for torture 
by claiming in advice and legal 
opinions that the president could 


ignore the Geneva Conventions, 
and by adopting an overly narrow 
definition of which interrogation 
techniques constituted torture. 
But Conde-Pumpido rejected 
that argument, saying the case 
had no merit because the men 
did not themselves commit the 
alleged abuses. “If one is dealing 
with a crime of mistreatment of 
prisoners of war, the complaint 
should go against those who 
physically carried it out,” Conde- 
Pumpido said. 

Gonzalo Boye, one of the human 
rights lawyers who brought the 
case in Spain, said the decision by 
Conde-Pumpido was politically 
motivated and set a terrible course 
for Spanish justice. 

“The attorney general speaks 
of the court being turned into a 
plaything. Well, I don’t think the 
attorney general’s office should 
be turned into a plaything for 
politicians,” Boye told AP. “It 
is a terrible precedent if those 
intellectually responsible for 
crimes can no longer be held 
accountable.” 
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U.S.-lsraeli differences over Palestinians emerge

JERUSALEM (AP) — Stark 
differences between U.S. and 
Israeli policy toward peace talks 
with the Palestinians emerged 
clearly Thursday in the first 
meetings between President 
Barack Obama’s Mideast envoy 
and top leaders of the new 
Israeli government. 

The envoy, George Mitchell, 
emphasized that Washington 
is aiming for creation of a 
Palestinian state. But Israelis 
avoided mention of Palestinian 
statehood, and the new 
foreign minister said past 
Israeli concessions have led to 
violence, not peace. 

Mitchell met Thursday evening 
with Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu. An official in 
Netanyahu’s office said 
the Israeli leader expressed 
misgivings about creating a 
Palestinian state in the West 
Bank because of concern that 
the militant Hamas group could 
take it over, as it overran Gaza 
in 2007. 

The official said the experience 
of Israel’s withdrawing 
from territory only to have 
it controlled by Palestinian 
extremists “is not going to be 
repeated.” 

Netanyahu also demanded that 
the Palestinians recognize Israel 
as a Jewish state, a step they 
have refused to take, said the 
official, speaking on condition 
of anonymity because the talks 
were not public. 

Mitchell used the term “Jewish 
state of Israel” twice in public 
statements Thursday. 


Netanyahu has yet to unveil his 
policy on peace efforts but has 
spoken of shifting the emphasis 
to stimulating the Palestinian 
economy instead of supporting 
the process accepted by the U.S. 
and Israel up to now — direct 
negotiations toward a full peace 
treaty between two states. 
Mitchell made the 

administration’s goals clear to 
reporters while standing next to 
Avigdor Lieberman, the Israeli 
foreign minister, after their 
meeting. 

“U.S. policy favors ... a two- 
state solution, which would 
have a Palestinian state living in 
peace alongside the Jewish state 
of Israel,” Mitchell said. 

In a statement, Lieberman 
questioned the basic premise 
that compromises by both sides 
would eventually lead to a peace 
accord. 

“The historic approach has so 
far not brought any result or 
solution,” a statement from 
Lieberman’s office said. “The 
minister also said that the new 
government will have to come 
up with new ideas and a new 
approach.” 

Lieberman reinforced his 
public position that a year 
of apparently fruitless peace 
negotiations, which began after 
a U.S.-sponsored conference 
in Annapolis, Maryland, in 
November 2007 under the 
previous government of Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert and 
Foreign Minister Tzipi Livni, 
were misdirected. Livni ran 
against Netanyahu in Israel’s 
February 10 election. 

Olmert has said he offered the 


Palestinians all of Gaza, almost 
all of the West Bank, parts 
of Jerusalem, an exchange of 
territory and a corridor through 
Israel between the West Bank 
and Gaza, but the Palestinians 
turned it down. 

“Past prime ministers were 
prepared to make wide-ranging 
concessions, and the result of 
the Olmert-Livni government 
was the second Lebanon war, 
the operation in Gaza, severance 
of relations with Qatar and 
Mauritania, Gilad Schalit still in 
captivity and the peace process 
at a dead end,” Lieberman’s 
statement said. Schalit is an 
Israeli soldier held by Hamas- 
linked militants in Gaza for 
nearly three years. 

In response, Palestinian 
negotiator Saeb Erekat said it 
means Israel will not conduct 
peace talks. “It’s very obvious 
that this government rejects 
a two-state solution and the 
agreements (already) signed,” 
he told The Associated Press by 
telephone. 

Mitchell meets Friday with 
Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas, whose government 
controls only the West Bank. 
Also Thursday, Mitchell met 
President Shimon Peres, who 
tried to ease concerns that Israel 
might attack Iran’s nuclear 
facilities if international pressure 
fails to stop development of 
nuclear weapons that could 
threaten Israel. 

“Talk of a possible Israeli attack 
on Iran is not true,” Peres told 
Mitchell. “The solution to Iran 
is not military.”

Gunman shoots Guyana insurance 
commissioner 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana (AP) — A gunman 
shot a Guyana official in charge of dissolving a 
failed insurance company as she drove to work 
Thursday, police said. 

Insurance commissioner Maria Van Beek, who 
was hospitalized with a wound in her abdomen, 
has gained a high profile through the liquidation 
of Colonial Life Insurance Co. The company has 
15,000 clients in this South American country. 
The motive for the shooting was unclear, assistant 
police commander Ivan Daniels said. 

“We are investigating exactly what happened,” 
he said. 

The collapse of Clico has left many policyholders 
and pension fund contributors in Guyana 
anxious about the company’s ability to honor its 
commitments. Earlier this week, Van Beek filed 
a report saying the company’s liabilities of more 
than $60 million far exceed its assets. 


Guyana seized Clico after its parent company 
in Trinidad, CL Financial Ltd., received a 
government bailout. CL Financial suffered 
huge losses in real estate investments and could 
not borrow enough money on credit markets 
paralyzed by the global financial crisis. 
President Bharrat Jagdeo’s administration has 
said it will borrow from the Treasury to pay 
Clico policyholders, but payment could drag out 
over a 10-year period. 

The bailout of the investment holding company 
— whose interests include manufacturing, health 
services, spirits, real estate and energy — sent 
shock waves across the 15-nation Caribbean 
Community bloc, where CL Financial is the 
largest business group. 

Regulators in other countries including the 
Bahamas and Belize are moving to liquidate 
local Clico subsidiaries to protect depositors.

the most serious threat to its 
existence. Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad has 
repeatedly called for Israel’s 
destruction and Tehran has 
tested long-range missiles that 
could strike Israel.

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Dutch lews applying to 
be part of Demlanluk trial

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Nine 
Dutch Jews will apply to a 
German court to participate 
in the prosecution of John 
Demjanjuk, who is accused 
of serving as a guard at the 
Nazi death camp where their 
relatives were murdered, 
an adviser to the group said 
Thursday. 

Johannes Houwink ten Cate 
said the group plans to meet 
German legal representatives 
within a week to arrange 
permission to appear as co- 
plaintiffs in the war crimes 
case. 

German authorities have 
indicted Demjanjuk, 89, for 
complicity in the deaths of 
29,000 people at the Sobibor 
camp in Nazi-occupied Poland 
during a six-month period in 
1943. 

Of those, 27,000 were Dutch 


citizens, said Houwink ten 
Cate, who is a professor 
of genocide studies at the 
University of Amsterdam and 
one of five academic advisers 
to the group. 

He declined to identify the 
members of the group until 
after they have met the 
German lawyers. They range 
in age from 74 to 87, he said. 
German law allows for 
victims of a crime or their 
relatives to join a trial as co¬ 
plaintiffs — offering them 
the opportunity to review 
evidence, file motions and 
question witnesses. However, 
cases are always led by public 
prosecutors. 

On Thursday, a U.S. 
immigration appeals board 
denied Demjanjuk’s request 
to reopen his deportation case. 
His legal fate now rests with 
a 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals court in Cincinnati, 


Ohio, where the Ukrainian- 
born retired autoworker has 
mostly lived since immigrating 
in 1952. 

Houwink ten Cate said the 
Dutch group was seeking to 
participate in the case to raise 
the profile of Sobibor, which 
was razed in 1943 and was 
largely unknown for many 
years after the war. 

“They say they do not seek 
revenge,” the historian told 
The Associated Press. “They 
are not interested whether he 
is sent to prison for a long 
time. They want the court in 
Munich to establish that he 
was at Sobibor and assess his 
complicity. They want the 
world to know what happened 
in Sobibor.” 

The Nazis occupied Holland in 
1940, when the country had a 
Jewish population of 140,000. 
The Red Cross says 107,000 
Dutch Jews were arrested and

deported, and only 5,200 of 
them survived the war. 

Until 1943, most Dutch 
deportees were sent to 
Auschwitz, the largest death 
camp in occupied Poland. In 
March, the transports began 
taking them to Sobibor, said 
Houwink ten Cate. A total of 
34,000 Dutch Jews passed 
through its gates. A few 
thousand were sent to sub¬ 
camps as workers, while the 


rest were exterminated, he 
said. 

Houwink ten Cate, who has 
written a 50-page study of the 
Ukrainian’s movements until 
his departure for the U.S., said 
Demjanjuk came to Sobibor 
toward the end of March and 
left in early October, about 
two weeks before an uprising 
by inmates that led the Nazi 
authorities to demolish the 
camp. 


Ousted lliai PM urges protesters to reconcile

BANGKOK (AP) — Ousted 
Prime Minister Thaksin 
Shinawatra joined his 
political rivals in calling 
for reconciliation after the 
mob violence that bloodied 
Bangkok’s streets, but some 
of his supporters refused to 
give up their struggle to topple 


Thailand’s government. 
Thaksin decried the violence 
that swept through the Thai 
capital earlier this week, when 
his followers and their allies 
clashed with soldiers, police 
and some city residents, 
leaving at least two people 
dead and more than 130 hurt. 
Thaksin spoke to The 
Associated Press on Thursday 


in Dubai, where he is in self- 
imposed exile, just a few 
hours after Prime Minister 
Abhisit Vejjajiva also called 
on Thais to peacefully resolve 
their differences. 

“War will never end by war, 
it has to end by negotiation,” 
said Thaksin, who earlier 
had called on his supporters 
to stage a “revolution” for 
democracy. 

“If the government wants to 
reconcile, I will encourage 
the ‘red shirts’ to participate,” 
Thaksin said, referring to the 
garb his supporters wear to 
distinguish themselves from 
his critics, who wear yellow. 
He said he wanted 81-year- 
old King Bhumibol Adulyadej 
to help mend the country’s 
political fractures. “I humbly 
urge his majesty to intervene 
... that’s the only solution,” 
Thaksin said during a 20- 
minute interview. 

The protests were the latest 
eruption in a long-simmering 
conflict set off by a 2006 coup 
that removed Thaksin from 
power. His supporters largely 
come from rural areas, while 
their “yellow shirt” foes are a 


mix of the middle-class and 
rulingeliteroyalists,academics 
and retired military. 

The urban forces contend that 
the rural poor are not educated 
enough to vote responsibly. 
Thaksin’s supporters accuse 
Abhisit’s four-month-old 
government of taking power 
through parliamentary trickery 
and want new elections. They 
accuse the country’s elite of 
undermining democracy by 
interfering in politics, and 
some were in no mood to give 
up their demands. 

“Thaksin is just a symbol ... 
I admire him but if he comes 
back and does bad things, we 
will get rid of him too,” said 
Surasak Chaiyanond, 36, one 
of 200 people who went to 
the Bangkok Criminal Court 
to show support for red shirt 
leaders under arrest. 

“It’s not about him. It’s about 
the people. I want to decide 
how this country is run,” 
Surasak said. 

The military ousted Thaksin, 
accusing him of corruption 
and abuse of power. He had 
been prime minister since 
2001, with his party winning 


two landslide victories. His 
support comes mainly from 
the country’s poor majority, 
who laud his social welfare 
programs, including village 
development funds and 
virtually cost-free universal 
heath care. 

Holding Thaksin responsible 
for the recent violence, the 
government increased the 
pressure on him Wednesday 
by announcing it revoked his 
passport. Thaksin confirmed 
reports that he now has 
a Nicaraguan diplomatic 
passport but said he had not 
used it yet. He said he was 
given “honorary citizenship 
by Nicaragua” and added he 
will keep traveling from one 
place to another. Abroad at the 
time of the coup, he returned 
briefly to Thailand last year 
while his allies controlled 
the previous government but 
fled ahead of a corruption 
conviction. Abhisit, speaking 
at a news conference, said his 
government was concerned 
about Thaksin’s activities on 
foreign soil. Thaksin delivers 
speeches to his followers by 
video links. 
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Russia ends Chechen counterterrorism operation

GROZNY, Russia (AP) — 
Chechens danced in the streets 
and waved flags to celebrate 
Russia’s decision to end its 
decadelong counterterrorism 
operation in the war-weary 
southern region. 

The order by President Dmitry 
Medvedev on Thursday paves 
the way for the withdrawal of 
tens of thousands of federal 
troops, whose presence has 
been hugely unpopular amid 
allegations of widespread 
abuses against civilians. 

The counterterrorism 

operation — launched at the 
start of the second of two 
separatist wars that have 
battered the region in the 
last 15 years — involved 
curfews and limits on civilian 
air flights and limited access 
for journalists, among other 
measures. 

Its cancellation boosted the 
authority of the region’s 
Kremlin-backed President 
Ramzan Kadyrov, who joined 
several thousand people 
Thursday in dancing in a 
square in central Grozny. 
Motorists blared horns and 
waved Chechen and Russian 
flags from car windows, 
as schools and a university 
interrupted classes to let 
students to join celebrations. 
“I’m very happy that the 
horrible years we saw will 
never come back,” said 21- 
year-old student Isa Musayev. 
“We spent those years in 
constant fear for our lives.” 
Kadyrov, who has steadily 
strengthened his grip on power 
since his election in 2007, had 
long pushed for an end to the 
counterterrorism operation 
in order to reduce the federal 
military presence in Chechnya 
and remove restrictions which 
hampered trade. 

“This is a victory over evil 
which we have fought over the 
last 15 years,” Kadyrov said 
in a statement. “A peaceful 
and prosperous Chechen 
Republic in the united family 
of peoples of Russia — that 
is our strategic course for the 
future.” 

He said the airport in Groznny 
would soon be opened for 
international flights and 
foreign trade, which he said 


would help attract investors 
from Arab nations and Europe. 
Kadyrov, whose election 
was choreographed by the 
Kremlin, has gained increasing 
popularity among Chechens 
as he has won more economic 
freedom for the region and 
brought many militants into 
line. 

He is credited with bringing 
in millions of dollars in 
Russian funds to rebuild the 
war-ravaged capital, which 
artillery assaults and aerial 
bombing had turned into a 


near-wasteland. 

Kadyrov also persuaded 
hundreds of former militants 
to join his feared security 
units. But Chechnya has 
remained plagued by what 
international rights groups 
have called rights violations by 
Kadyrov’s militia, including 
rampant abductions, torture 
and murder. 

Amnesty International said 
Thursday’s move must 
be followed by impartial 
investigations into past and 
continuing rights violations 


committed by federal forces as 
well as by Kadyrov’s militias 
and militants. They include 
indiscriminate killings, 

torture, abductions, arbitrary 
detentions and other abuses. 
“The true benchmark of a 
return to normality is to give 
people what they have been 
wanting for over a decade 
— they want the truth, and 
they want justice,” said Irene 
Khan, Amnesty International’s 
secretary general. “They 
want to know the fate and 
whereabouts of relatives and 


friends who are among the 
disappeared, and they want 
those responsible brought to 
account.” 

Commentators said the 
measure represented 

Kadyrov’s victory over 
Russian law-enforcement 
agencies, which have viewed 
the Chechen leader with 
suspicion. 

“It strengthens Kadyrov 
and weakens the influence 
of the federal government,” 
independent military analyst 
Alexander Golts said in a 
telephone interview. 

Officials haven’t said how 
many troops are currently 
stationed in Chechnya, but 
Golts put their number at 
40,000, split about equally 
between the defense and 
interior ministries. 

Interior Ministry spokesman 
Col. Vasily Panchenkov 
said last month that ending 
the regime could lead to the 
withdrawal of about 20,000 
ministry troops, though one of 
its brigades and a division of 
military troops would remain. 
Russia said it intended to end 
the operation last month. But 
the decision was delayed after 
one of Kadyrov’s strongest 
enemies, Sulim Yamadayev, 
was shot to death in Dubai. 
Police in Dubai said Kadyrov’s 
right-hand man, Adam 
Delimkhanov, was suspected 
of ordering the killing. 


Bolivian police uncover 
plot against president 

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) — Police say they broke up an international 
band of assassins plotting to kill President Evo Morales during a 
half-hour shootout in eastern Bolivia on Thursday. 

Three suspects were killed and two arrested in the lowland city of 
Santa Cmz, the center of Morales’ political opposition, after they 
resisted arrest, exchanged gunfire and detonated a grenade that 
blew out the windows of a hotel, police said. There were no other 
victims. 

Morales said he ordered the attack after receiving word of the plot 
against him and Vice President Alvaro Garcia. 

“I had information several days ago that they were preparing an 
assassination attempt,” Morales told journalists in Venezuela’s 
seaside city of Cumana, where he is attending a summit of the 
Bolivarian Alternative for the Nations of Our America. “Yesterday, 
I gave the vice president and the commander of the national police 
instmctions to stage an operation and detain those mercenaries.” 
Police confiscated explosives, high-caliber weapons and plans to 
follow the president’s motorcade, Police Commander Victor Hugo 
Escobar said in a news conference. 

They included C-4 explosives “that don’t exist in Bolivia,” Vice 
President Alvaro Garcia said.

Escobar said that among those killed were Hungarians, while Garcia 
said in a statement that the band was composed of Croatians, Irish 
and Bolivian “far right.” 

Among the seized weapons in the 4 a.m. raid were rifles with 
telescopic sights. Documents were seized “pertaining not only to 
past events but future attacks against the highest authorities of the 
national government,” Garcia said.

NEW YORK (AP) — John 
Madden, the burly former 
coach who has been one of 
American football’s most 
popular broadcast analysts for 
three decades, is retiring. 
Madden worked for the past 
three seasons on NBC’s 
Sunday night NFL game. His 
last telecast was the Super 
Bowl between Arizona and 
Pittsburgh. 

“It’s time,” Madden said. 
“I’m 73 years old. My 50th 
wedding anniversary is this 
fall. I have two great sons 
and their families and their 
five grandchildren are at an 
age now when they know 
when I’m home and, more 
importantly, when I’m not.” 
Madden said he still loves all 
aspects of the game and his 


job, and that’s why it took him 
a couple of months to make 
the decision. 

Madden’s blue-collar style 
and love for in-the-trenches 
football endeared him to fans. 
His “Madden NFL Football” 
is the top-selling sports video 
game of all time. 

Madden is reluctant to fly and 
often traveled to games in a 
specially equipped bus. 

He began his pro football 
career as a linebacker coach 
at Oakland in 1967 and was 
named head coach two years 
later, at 33 the youngest coach 
in what was then the American 
Football League. 

Madden led the Raiders to 
their first Super Bowl victory 
and retired in 1979. He joined 
CBS later that year. 

He worked at CBS until 1994 


when the network lost rights 
to broadcast NFL games, 
leading him to switch to Fox. 
He left Fox in 2002 to become 
the lead analyst for ABC’s 
“Monday Night Football” and 


joined NBC in 2006 when that 
network inaugurated a prime¬ 
time Sunday game. 

He was inducted into the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
2006.

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FARC anuncia qua liberaran a militar 11 anos cautivo 


BOGOTA (AP) - La guerrilla 
de las FARC anuncio el jueves 
que liberara a un suboficial 
del ejercito secuestrado hace 
mas de 11 anos, segun un carta 
de la organizacion rebelde 
publicada en la pagina de 
internet de la senadora Piedad 
Cordoba. 

“Anunciamos nuestra decision 
de liberar unilateralmente al 
cabo Pablo Emilio Moncayo 
y entregarlo personalmente 
a una comision encabezada 
por la senadora Cordoba y el 
profesor (Gustavo) Moncayo, 
una vez se organicen los 


mecanismos que garanticen 
la seguridad de la operacion”, 
dice la misiva. 

La carta fue dirigida por 
las FARC al grupo activista 
Colombianos por la Paz. 
Cordoba aun no se ha 
pronunciado sobre la carta. 

El presidente Alvaro Uribe, 
al ser interrogado por los 
periodistas en la sede de 
gobiemo sobre la noticia, 
respondio: “Que lo liberen 
cuanto antes. Nunca lo 
debieron haber secuestrado”. 
“jEl viejo (Gustavo) Moncayo 
debe estar feliz! Vamos a 


saludar al viejo Moncayo y 
a su hijo Pablo Emilio. Ojala 
pronto este en casa. ;Que 
bueno, que buena noticia!”, 
reaccion el presidente 
venezolano Hugo Chavez 
en la ciudad venezolana de 
Cumana, a su llegada para la 
Cumbre del ALBA. 

Chavez fue clave para que las 
FARC liberaran el ano pasado 
a dos grupos de secuestrados. 
La liberacion de Moncayo 
“es completamente cierta. Es 
una carta que llego hoy y dice 
que las FARC lo liberaran 
unilateralmente”, dijo a la AP 


el periodista Carlos Lozano, 
integrante de Colombianos 
por la Paz. 

Lozano explico que “puedo 
asegurar que la carta es cierta 
porque llego por el mismo 
conducto, como han llegado 
otras comunicaciones en 
las que las FARC hablan de 
liberaciones”. 

El suboficial Moncayo fue 
secuestrado por las FARC el 21 
de diciembre de 1997 durante 
un asalto a la base militar de 
Patascoy, departamento de 
Narino, en el suroeste del pais. 


Cuando fue secuestrado tenia 
19 anos de edad. 

En la carta del jueves, el grupo 
guerrillero insiste en que 
esta presto a un intercambio 
humanitario. Es decir, al canje 
de secuestrados por rebeldes 
de las FARC presos en carceles 
colombianas. 

En la toma guerrillera de 
Patascoy tambien fue plagiado 
el cabo del ejercito Jose Libio 
Martinez, quien hoy tiene 34 
anos. La carta de las FARC no 
hace ninguna mencion sobre 
su suerte. 


Obama visita Mexico, elogia 
Calderon por lucha narco 



El mandatario estadounidense, que asumio en enero, llega con su popularidad intacta y no tendra 
que enfrentar protestas antiestadounidenses que fueron usuales en todo el mundo durante el 
mandato de su antecesor, George W. Bush. 


MEXICO DF (Reuters) - El 
presidente estadounidense, 
Barack Obama, llego el 
jueves a Mexico para 
reunirse con el mandatario 
Felipe Calderon y apoyarlo 
en lo que llamo un “heroico” 
combate a los carteles de la 
droga, que han convertido el 
norte mexicano en un bano 
de sangre. 

Obama ha prometido 
aumentar los fondos 
previstos para ayudar a 
Mexico a combatir a los 
carteles de las drogas, cuyos 
enfrentamientos entre si y 
con fuerzas de seguridad 
han dejado mas de 10,000 
muertos desde que asumio 
Calderon en el 2006. 

“Creo que Calderon ha 
hecho un excelente trabajo, 
heroico, en lidiar con un 
problema muy serio, el de 
los carteles de la droga”, dijo 
Obama en una entrevista con 
la cadena CNN en Espanol 
difundida el jueves, horas 
antes de llegar a Mexico. 


Calderon tiene desplegados 
a 45,000 soldados, sobre 
todo en estados fronterizos 
con Estados Unidos, en una 
estrategia que le ha ganado 
elogios pero tambien criticas 
por denuncias de abusos a 
los derechos humanos por 
parte de militares. 

Un dia antes de que llegara 
Obama, al menos 13 personas 
murieron en el occidental 
estado de Guerrero en un 
choque entre militares y 
presuntos narcotraficantes, 
un tipo de episodio que ha 
sido comun a lo largo de 
todo el ano pasado. 

Aunque la visita de Obama 
es una escala de menos de 
24 horas antes de viajar a la 
Cumbre de las Americas, en 
Trinidad y Tobago, la zona 
de la Ciudad de Mexico 
donde se hospedara y se 
entrevistara con Calderon 
amanecio el jueves cercada 
de militares con rifles 
automaticos apostados en 
las principales avenidas y 


en edificios del lugar. Pero el 
mandatario estadounidense, 
que asumio en enero, llega 
con su popularidad intacta 
y no tendra que enfrentar 
protestas antiestadounidenses 
que fueron usuales en todo el 
mundo durante el mandato 
de su antecesor, George W.
